In his annual Feport on Egypt and. the 
“Soudan for 1905, Lord Cromer gives'a highly 
interesting account of the Sinai Peninsula, 5 
cnuntry to whose affairs, says the Agent- 
General, the attention of the Egyptian Govetn- 
_ment has lately been drawn, and which hay: Oy 
‘ecent years been, perhaps, neglected, 

“The Peninsula is n ‘vast waste land thinly 
populated. The inhabitants, who are believed 
to number'30,000, are all of Arab origin, except

the Sinai Convent id the'sixth century. . 

Amongst the Bedouins of the Peninsula 
exists lu-day.io full force the custom of hete- 
ditary “vendetta.” This practice is more than 
a tribal custom. Jt has been reduged to a 
carefully- observed legal system, . 

TO “THK FIFTH, GENERATION, , 

tfa'man kills another in time of peace, the 
relations of tie murdeted man, beginning from, 
the father: to the filth generation, have the 
right to revenge, or pardon agaist the receipt 
of blood-money from the murderer or! from his 
near relatives to the fifth generation. * Should 
any one of the near relations of the murdered 

man accept’ the blead- -money, all the other 
‘relations are obtiged to accept, and revenge by 
shedding of blood becomes illegal. 

The blood-money is fixed at 41 cumels. It 
is generally paid in “instalments. 

-If the murdered man was of the same tribe 
as the murderer, the latter or his near relations 
have to-give a git] in marriage to one of the 
murdered man’s relations without teceiving 
the usual dowry. Five camels may be sub- 
stituted for the girl. : ‘

The idea is that if the man is guilly his ton- 
gue dries up throughvear of discovery, but if 
he is innocent the moisture on the tongue pre- 
vents it being burnt. 
_ In the test’by water the judge sits with the 
accused and spectators in a circ'e with a Copper 
jug full of water placed in the centre. The jug 
is then made to appear to move ‘round the 
circle by witchcraft or hypnotism, If the jag 


returns to the judge the-accused is pronour-ed [° 


not guilty, but if it stops opposite him he is 
adjudged guilty. : 

The dream test is simpler. The judge sleeps 
and sees in a dream whether or not the accused 
is. guilty. : : 

FOUR KINDS GF OATHS. 

Four different kinds of oaths are accepted in 
the Couris af Justice, The first of these con. 
sists in the judge drawing a circle, making the 
‘witness stand in the centre, and repeating the 
‘name of God six times. . * 

Under the second system the plaintiff places
